E Uſe of Emblems may, in all Probability, be deduced 
from the Hieroglyphics of the Egyptians 3 which ſome con- 


Jecture they learned from the Hebrews, in their four hundred _ 
Years cohabitation with them. However this be, it is certain 


that the Egyptians, writing in the Language of Nature, not of 


Art, uſed an Alphabet of Things, and not of Letters or Words, 
and, inſtead of the Word HokskE, made Uſe of a Figure or 


nage thereef, and ſo firſt introduced this Manner of Writing, 


But, in Length of Time, when they endeavoured to ſpeak their 
hidden Conceits, they either framed a particular Story on Pure 


poſe, or at leaſt took up ſuch Traditions as were conducive to 


their Deſign and Intention; and thereby confirmed many Falſi— 
ties, which afterwards paſſed unto the Greeks as authentick and 
indiſputable Truths; and from them unto the Latins and other 
Nations, and are ftill retained by ſymbolical Writers, E mble- 
matiſts, Heralds, &c. 

The Italians chieſiy, and after them the French and Spaniards, 
have been ſtudiouſiy fond of emblematical Devices ; among whom, 
as alſo among us, they greatly abounded a few Centuries ago; 
when, at their Fuſts and Tournaments, every Knight was par- 
ticularly diſtinguiſhed by his Device or emblematical Impreſs, 
with ſome witty Motto, alluding, and particularly adapted, to 
their Love, Conſtancy, Allegiance, Loyalty, Probity, Faith, 


or ſome other remarkable Occaſion or Occurrence, by which they

kecame a Sort of Faſhion peculiar to thoſe Times. * Camden 


ſays, An Impreſs, as the Italians call them, is a Device with 


« its Word or Motto, born by noble and learned Perſonages, to 


« notify ſome particular Conceit of their own ; but that an Em

| Emblems may, for the mift part, be reduced into three Kinds, 
+ viz, Hiſtorical, Natural and Moral; Hiſtorical, as contains 
"+ uw Matter of Hiſtory and repreſenting the Actions of ſome no- 
ble Perſons ; Natural, as expreſſing the Nature of Creatures; 
for Example, the Love of the Young Stork to the Old, or ſuch 
like ; Moral, appertaining to Virtue and Inſiruction of Life, 
which is the chief of the three, and the other two may in om 

fort be reduced into this; for all extend unto Diſcipline and 

Moral Precepts of Living; upon which Account, Emblems have 
alſo been in great Requeſt among Holy Mriters, Preachers, Mo— 
raliſts, Rhetoricians, Orators, Poets and poetical Writers, of 

all Ages and Nations; thereby tacitly advoncing and promoting 
many popular Conceits, taken altogether from Traditions unjuſf+ 
tifiable or really falſe: All of whom, tho" they do not direci ly 
aſſert the Truth of them, yet by their being often brought in, to 
luſtrate Matters e undeniable Truth, and moſt worthy MHorals, 

„ and to ſupport and enliven even Divinity itfelf; they are, in ſome 

Men ſure, acce{ſary to, and do obitquely concur in eftabliſhing them 
as real Facts and undoubted Truths And though the Uſe of Fic- 
tions, Emblems or Fables be not unwarrantable, as the Intention 
of them may point at laudable Ends, when uſed with proper 
Caution; yet do they afford to younger Capacities, a frequent. 
Occaſion of. Error, ſettling Impreſſions upon their tender Memo- 
ries, which advanced judgment cannot, or at leaſt generally ne- 

_ gleft to eraſe : Beſides, though this be not prejudicial to wiſer 
Judgments, who are but weakly moved with ſuch Arguments, 
wet it is oftentimes an Occaſion of Error unio vulgar Heads, wha 
expert, in the Emblem or Fable, as equal a Truth as in the 

Moral; and concerve that infallible Philoſophy, which in any 

 BSenfe is delivered by Divines, or concerning Divinity. — For this 

Reaſon the Reader will here generally find, Emblems containing 

fuch wonderful Properties, either very dubicujly aſſerted, or exe 

preſoly contradifted, Thus, of the Beaver, Pelican, Phoenix, _

Stork, Salamander, Viper and others. And in theſe and ſuch 


ike Emblems, particular Care has been taken, as much as poſſi» 


ble, to char up and explain, or refute ſuch vulgar Errors, by 
giving the Reaſon or Foundation upon which it was at firſt ad- 
vanced, at the ſame Time conveying the moral Signification and 
turning them to ſuch Purpoſes, as it was judged would beſt con- 
duce to the main Drift and Deſign of this IVork, of which ſome 
little Account may not be unacceptable to the Reader, and for 
which ſome Apology may be equally neceſſary for the Mriter. 

As ta the firſt Article, the Cuts of this Mort in ſome Meaſure 


point out the Uſe and Deſign theres, and for whom it is prin- 
cipally intended, viz. like other Works of this Sort, to allure and 


entice young Minds and weaker Capacities, by Curiofi ity, to a 
Love of Reading, Knowledge, Virtue and Religion, and what- 
ever may be ſerviceable to them throughout their whole Conduc 
off Life ; to which Purpoſes, Fables, End lime and met other 
Pieces of that Nature chiefly tend, 

It is true, indeed, Emblems have been lukid upon in a Ligher 
Nature, as containing fomewhat of the Arcana of the Learning 
and Hieroglyphics of the Ægyptians; and in that Light, ſome af 
them may be found uſeful and inſtructive to older and more learn- 
ed Heads, and have accordingly employed the Pens of ſome gbler 
Mriters to explain and unfold, Thus Guliel. Perrerius, Achil- 


les Bocchius, Criſpinus Paſſers, Andreas Alciatus, and ſeveral 


others, have wrote of them in the Latin Tongue, Meneſtrier de 


Devices, Nicholas Verien, and the Authors of Diverſitez Cu- 


rieuſe, and many others, in French; and * G. Withers, Geff. 
Whitney, + Francis Quarles, &c. in Engliſh 3 mo? of which 


Have been peruſed, and what beſt ſuited the Pur poſe taken from 
them, with ſuch Alterations and Additions as were judged mo/? 


proper and conducive to the Dejign of the Fort. - The Cuts of 
Which are neatly and well eee, and were firſt of all pub- 


liſhed 
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{iſhed by Nicholas Verien, a celebrated A ngraver at Paris, 712 


1696, and afterwards not badly copied Ly ſome Engliſh En- 


graver, and a Tranſlation made from the French; but jo miſer- 


ably done, that ſhort and deficient as the Explanations before 


were in French, never containing above two Lines, they were 
now render diſtill more dark and obſcure, by the Ignorance of the 

Tranſlator in the French Language, and net only in the French, 
but alſo in the Latin, Spaniſh and Italian; for in ſome one of 


thoſe Languages were moſt of the Mottoes written. However, ' 


to make this Work more uſeful and intelligent to the meer Eng- 


liſh Reader, and younger and meaner Capacities, all Quotations 
from foreign Languages, of Mottoes or otherwiſe, Fave been 
ſtudiouſiy avoided, new Mottoes often appropriated, and new 
Senſes applied, and ſuch Alterations made as were judged moſt 


neceſſary to throw, either a religious, moral, inſtructive, uſe- 


Jul, or at leaſt harmleſs and innoſfenſive Light upon the Em-

As to the ſecond Article, viz. an Apology for the Writer, it 
may be obſerved, that this Work was chiefly undertaken in hopes 
of doing good, and to fill up ſuch leiſure Hours as could be ſpared 


from other more neceſſary Avocations, and not made a Matter of 


Buſineſs or Importance, 


Further alſo, that the Subject Matter being forced to be con- 
rived and ſuited to the Subjects of the Plates, was no ſmall In- 


conveniency and Detriment to it : There being a great Difference 


between the Plates being contrived to the Subject wrote upon, or 
being forced to write upon the Subjects or Figures of the Plate, 
however out of the Way, barren, trivial or inſignificant, or 
often repeated, which ſome are ſeveral Times, 

And again, the being confined as to Rom, not greatly to fall 
bort of, nor yet to exceed the Compaſs of two Pages, for fifteen 
Emblems ; was an Article that made the Execution of the [ork 
more difficult and troubleſome, and made ſome Articles to be en- 
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larged without a Neceſſity, and many Articles to be fhorten'd ar 
curtaiPd, that might have been advantaveoufly enlarged upon; 
for this Reaſon the Reader will ſometimes find a. different Type 
made uſe of, to bring the Articles within the PING Com- 
paſs.
